REV. MR. DENISON SPEAKS OF 
FEARLESSNESS OF FAITH. 


Draws His 
Illustrations 
From the 
Famed Storm On the Lake of Galilee 
—Rev. VV. A. Hall 
Exploits the 
Tfecessity 
of 
Faith 
In 
God’s 
Promises. 
At the Congregational church yes­ 
terday the pastor, Rev. Mr. Denison, 
preached from the theme: “ The Fear­ 
lessness cf Faith,” from the text in 
Matt. 8-26. 
He said in brief: 
Tb<* scene is on the lake of Galilee 
daring a storm. 
If faith need ever 
yiel** to fear it mfght be in such a sit­ 
uation as thi . 
There are the fearful 
moments of suspense when the ears 
are smitten with the booming of the 
water*, torn and flying before the 
wind, the creaking of strained tim­ 
bers, the flipping of 
nseless sail*, 
when the eyes strain into the dark­ 
ness or hide themselves before the 
terror of the tempest, when the heart 
waits between fear and death. 
There 
are the moments cf final struggles 
when alone, a speck upon its stormy 
vastness, a man is plunged toto the 
deep with nothing beneath his feet 
bat t be yielding depths of waters 
with the threatening mountains of 
wave above bim and the black slip­ 
pery caverns opening 
beneath. 
A 
few moments he 
is 
the 
tossed 
plaything of the billows. 
His cry is 
bat feebleness against the voice of 
many waters. 
There comes no ans­ 
wering help from God, man, star or 
mountain. 
The spark Is quenched in 
the merciless abyss. 
These men were not cowards. They 
knew when their situation was desper­ 
ate. 
His calm reply was therefore 
equivalent to telling them that there 
was no situation in life in which a 
man’s faith ought to give way to fear. 
We might learn from Christ's words to 
them to have less fear of 
death. 
Christ's principle is plain. 
None but 
those whose faith is little will fear 
death. 
Hath God all in vain put His 
lips to ours and whispered, “ He giv 
•th His beloved sleep,” and hath Ohrist 
In vain proclaimed, l(I am the r e e le c ­ 
tion and the life?” We do not honor 
the dead by helpless idleness, nor yet 
by a shrinking and depressing sad­ 
ness, but most by a clear courage and 
a faith that still does what it can. 
The point at which ihe men and 
women of the world show the most 
fear, the most hesitation today is the 
atr.ct application of the truth to their 
own lives. 
We are afraid to be as 
good as we know. 
Now we are not a 
spiritless people. 
No man can call us 
cowards. 
There is no doubt but that 
if the call came to us to strike in de 
tense 
of 
our country’s 
honor 
we 
would 
answer with 
the her 
oism of Valley Forge and Gettysburg 
But in this matter of daring to co the 
kind thing, the true thing, the Chria 
tian thing, who is there that can claim 
that we are always fearless? 
We do 
not need 
more 
truth. 
Christ has 
shown us what man owes to God 
love, service, obedience, faith. 
All 
these tilings we know are true. 
Men 
do not doubt love. 
In the depths of 
his heart every man knows that truth 
is true. 
What we need is the courage 
to make them true in what we are. 
We need the faith to believe that every 
man can actually be a brother to every 
other man —whieh believes that the 
church can and must be a brother­ 
hood, a ministry to the world. 
Christ lays down the plain princi­ 
ple—seek first the good of the king­ 
dom. 
Do we not often fear to trust 
the principle? 
Do we net feel that it 
Is much more safe, much more sensi­ 
ble, to seek for ourselves first? 
Taere is one further particular point 
in life in whioh we do not seem to 
have come to fearlessness of faith; it 
Is In mercy. 
Are we afraid to be mer­ 
ciful? Do we fear to trust Christ's law 
of forgiveness lest it* should-Idjure us? 
Must we quibble and debate under the 
name of him who took the repentant 
woman into the number of his com­ 
panions? 
Mrs. Booth told us of how 
sadly it often happened that a man 
eoming from out the prison walls 
with an honest purpose is hounded by 
society's unwillingness to forget his 
misdeed back into despair and crime. 
Christianity does not excuse sin; it 
does not make wrong right but sin­ 
cere repentance calls always for meroy 
We must punish offenders but we must 
punish In klndnesss without any per­ 
sonal grudge or m alice.. 
Then there is the truth of simplicity 
—how simple was the life of Christ. 
The Christian law of simplicity is 
•imply this, not letting on r souls be 
clogged by luxury or vanity, but hold­ 
ing them free and strong and healthy 
to do the nobler works of life. 
Sim­ 
plicity does not cramp life; it only 
prevents it from being gross. 
The 
luxurious life, 
the frivolous mind 
dwindle away in a fuw generations, 
and the world must reeruitjits strength 
from those who are brave enough to 
bo simple. 
My friends, we have our Christian1 
truth. 
Let na not fear to trust it. 


Let us realize that brotherhood is good 
for today, good for the church. 
Let 
us not fear to be a brother or a sister 
to anyone whom we can help; 
Let us 
| not be afraid to be simple. Let us not 
fear to be unselfish, merciful, and 
true. 
Let us not fear to lay upon our 
lives this teat of actirg always so that 
Chris could approve our lives. 
If we 
sit in the shadow of death, let us trust 
our truth, not being afraid t.iat death 
ie mightier than immortality. 
lf we stand in the vigor and work 
cf life let us not fear to commit our 
lives to Christ and all he lived for— 
commit them to truth, to love, to 
Christianity, for they are God’s, and 
he who fearlessly follows God will 
suffer nothing. 
la the evening the pastor pleached 
from the theme, “ The Temptation of 
the Afterthought.”

Scenes Chosen B y Rev. W. A. H all to Illns 
trate R eligious E essons. 
Yesterday morning Rev. W. A. Hall 
continued his series of discourses on 
the “ The Life of Christ,” at the Court 
Street M. E. church. 
He Bald in part: 
The word Bethseda lingers in the 
m ini like a sweet childhood memory. 
Where it was, whether north of the 
temple enclosure, or where now is the 
so called “ Pool of the Virgin,” no one 
can tell, but what it was we may con­ 
jecture with tolerable accuracy. Pict­ 
ure a rectangular pool, surrounded by 
a stone wall, a paved flvj Bided court 
obout it, and surrounding this court 
I ve porches or covered colonaded, and 
you approach closely the reality. 
In 
these porches was a motley crowd. 
Sick, blind, lame and withered were 
fathered. 
Why ? They wanted to be 
lealed. 
The Jews were not alike 
superstitious with surrounding peo­ 
ples. 
They did believe in one God, 
and he fully supreme. 
But the super­ 
stition of these neighboring nations 
did color Jewish thought an^ feeling. 
The Jews at this time believed that 
angels presided over springs and rivers. 
The Pool Bethesda was evidently fed 
by intermittent springs, as is the Pool 
of the 
Virgio. 
Indeed, 
the 
two 
names may be for one spring. 
When 
the springs gushed up the water of 
the pool was disturbed. 
It boiled in 
commotion. 
In the prevalent Jewish 
thought an angel—the angel of the 
pool—troubled It. 
T h eist gel ic pres 
enee charmed the waters. 
Whoever 
then first stepped into the waters was 
healed of whatever db ease he had. 
This was the claim. 
Now, among the crowd waiting for 
the troubling of the waters is a man 
most wretched 
indeed. 
For thirty- 
eight years disease has had him in an 
iron grip, fiercely cruel and utterly 
relentless, 
Noiblng has helped him. 
But he has heard of the pool. 
He has 
corno hither. 
He is waiting for a poc- 
sible chance to get first into the 
waters. 
See him watch the waters. 
His whole soul is in his eyes. 
He 
must see the very first motion in the 
water. 
Now see his 
face illume. 
“Quick,” 
he 
cries, 
“some 
one 
h'clp 
mc, 
quick.” 
But 
a 
scrambling 
multitude 
are 
already 
in 
the 
water. 
Who 
cares 
for him? No one. Each cares for him­ 
self only. 
So sgain and again this 
man is disappointed. 
Mr. Hall said that this rn an was a 
type of 
those in life who, intent on 
some object they think will satisfy 
them, are continually crowded out. 
Some one always steps in first. 
He 
was like these again in that there was 
not for him what tbere was in step­ 
ping first into the pool. 


Editor Gazette:—Bub few of our 
citizens outside cf the tobacco dealers 
have a correct idea of the magnitude 
of the tobacco business of this city 
and its influence upon the indastrial 
welfare of our citizens. 
The twenty, or more, firms buying 
tobacco in this market this winter 
will pack in our city about 25,000 
cases of tobacco, each oase holding 
300 pounds or a total of 7,500.000 
pounds. 
This is packed at a cost of 
a boat one cent a pound or 
a tot al 
cost of l$75,000. paid to assorters, 
packers, and the various other workers 
about a tobacco warehouse, who ss 
slit in picking. 
In addition to the 
above the more extensive packers pay 
an aggregate cf about $5000 to farm­ 
ers and bookkeepers, and an (qual 
amount is paid for sampling, piling 
cases and draying during the year. 
We do not know just how much is 
paid for taxes and insurance, bat these 
amounts, together with those men 
tioned above, will bring the total to 
ove? $100,000, a most magnificent sum 
to contemplate, it being two thousand 
dollais par week to the wags workers 
The price paid to farmers has not 
been 
far 
from 
five 
cents 
per 
pound, 
and 
this 
means 
that the banks of the Bower Cl*y have 
paid to the farmers the grand sum of 
$125,000, which, with the $100,000 
paid to our laborers, makes nearly a 
quarter of a million dollars handled 
through the Manias. When the tobacco 
is sold to eastern parties a larger 
amount is involved, making a grand 
total of half a million dollars. 
Of the $100,000 paid for I thor In 
the 
warehouse, nearly 
every cent 
reaches the coffers of our merchants, 
and of the large sum paid the farmers, 
much of it reaches our various estab­ 
lishments, coutribut ng in now small 
way to the commercial prosperity of 
our beautifal oily. 
Eicepting the Janesville Mschine 
Works there is no one industry in the 
city that pays as much to laborers as 
does the tobacco industry. 
More could be said alojg tnis line, 
but this is sufficient to indicate what 
the tobacco business does for Janes­ 
ville, aud the business men of the 
city should embrace every opportunity 
to establish its permanency and pro­ 
mote a further growth.

Hr. Hill’s Canvass Shows 124 to 48 Re­ 
publicans for a Banking BILL 
Washington, April 18.—A canvass of 
the republican members of the house 
has disclosed a strong sentiment in fa­ 
vor of action to secure a reform of the 
currency. The question came up among 
the republican members of the banking 
committee whether the majority of the 
party desired any action. Mr. Hill of 
Connecticut expressed a desire to put 
the question to a test. He took a list 
of the republican members and per­ 
sonally saw as many as possible within 
two or three days. It was during the 
time when the Cuban resolutions were 
under discussion, which made it easy 
| to reach three-quarters of the repub­ 
licans. They declared in the propor­ 
tion of five out of seven that they be- 
j lieved such action should be taken by 
' the republican majority of the house. 
The first day showed an affirmative 
| vote of more than IOO, with less than 
40 in the negative, and the figures at 
the close of another day were 124 in 
the affirmative and 48 in the negative.

W ashington, April 18.—After four 
days of debate the 
senate Saturday 
night passed the 
Davis 
resolutions, 
amended so as to include the recogni­ 
tion of the republic of Cuba, by a vote 
of 67 to 21. The resolutions as adopt­ 
ed follow: 
“Joint resolution for the recognition 
of the independence of the people and 
republic of Cuba, demanding that the 
government of Spain relinquish its au­ 
thority and government in the island 
of Cuba and withdraw its land and 
naval forces from Cuba and Cuban wa­ 
ters, and directing the president of the 
United States to use the land and na* 
val forces of the United States to car­ 
ry these resolutions into effect. 
“Whereas, The abhorrent conditions 
which have existed for more than three 
years in the island of Cuba, so near our 
own borders, have shocked the moral 
sense of the people 
of 
the 
United 
States, have been a disgrace to Chris­ 
tian civilization, culminating, as they 
have, in the destruction of a United 
States battleship, with 266 of its of­ 
ficers and crew while on a friendly 
visit in the harbor of Havana, and can­ 
not longer be endured, as has been 
set forth by the president of the Unit­ 
ed States in his message to congress of 
April ll, 1898, upon which the action 
of congress was invited; therefore, 
“Resolved, By the senate and house 
of representatives of the United States 
of America, in congress assembled: 
“I. That the people of the island of 
Cuba are, and of right ought to be, free 
and independent, and that the govern­ 
ment of the United States hereby recog­ 
nizes the republic of Cuba as the true 
and lawful government of that island. 
“2. That it is the duty of the Unit­ 
ed States to demand, and the govern­ 
ment of the United States does hereby 
demand, that the government of Spain 
at once relinquish its authority 
and 
government in the island of Cuba and 
withdraw its land and 
naval forces 
from Cuba and Cuban waters. 
“3. That the president of the Unit* 
ed States be, and he hereby is, directed 
and empowered to use the entire land 
' and naval forces of the United States 
and to call into the actual service of 
the United States the militia of the 
several states to such extent as may be 
necessary to carry these resolutions 
into effect. 
“4. 
That the United States hereby 
disclaims any disposition or intention 
to exercise sovereignty, jurisdiction or 
control over said island, except for the 
pacification thereof, and asserts its de­ 
term ination when that is accomplished 
to leave the government and control of 
the island to its people.”

London, April 18.—The Madrid cor­ 
respondent of the Daily 
Telegraph 
■ays: 
"The greatest enthusiasm is mani­ 
fested everywhere among the people, 
who are subscribing even more than 
they can afford to the funds for the 
national defense. I am acquainted with 
families who intend to deprive them­ 
selves of one meal a day in order to 
give their mite to the government 
Many officials on small salaries have 
resolved to offer one day’s pay, and 
even two, to the government. 
Boys 
under age are asking permission to 
serve in the army, their parents hav­ 
ing already consented. 
“Some popular bullfighters, whose 
performances are worth hundreds of 
thousands of francs yearly, have re­ 
solved to abandon their vocation and 
shoulder rifles in defense of the father­ 
land. I had a long and interesting 
conversation with a diplomatic repre­ 
sentative of one of 
European pow­ 
ers, who requested me not to men­ 
tion his name or nationality, who said: 
“ ‘Although war seems certain, the 
possibility of peace is not yet elimi­ 
nated. The negotiations are proceed­ 
ing without interruption and success 
is still possible. 
Personally, I must 
say I believe it will be very difficult 
to maintain peace, because the excite 
ment on both sides of the Atlantic 
is too strong to he opposed successfully 
by the governments. But what I am 
certain of is this: 
That there will be 
no real war in the ordinary sense o 
the word. Hostilities will end almost 
as soon as they begin, because Europe 
will mediate between the belligerents 
under conditions which will tend to 
be extremely favorable to peace with 
honor for both sides. 
It is then that 
the marked moderation of the Spanish 
government will hear fruit. 
“ ‘The idea of armed intervention by 
Europe is absurd and unfounded. Not 
one power is disposed to support such 
a suggestion, although all admit that 
from the point of view of interna­ 
tional law Spain is in the right and 
the United States in the wrong. 
It 
seems to me, therefore, that Spain will 
yet enjoy an opportunity of trying the 
experiment of Cuban autonomy.’ 
“The ministers appear certain that 
their moderate, peaceful policy, which 
has made a good impression in Europe, 
will sooner or later bear good fruit, 
and that the prospect of peace is not 
yet disposed of. At all events negotia­ 
tions between the representatives of 
the powers continue and great hopes 
are placed in them.”
